Prayer. 

"Ask and it shall he given you ; seek and ye 
shall find ; knock aud it shall be opened unto you. 
—Matthew 7 : 7. 

This portion of the word is of a highly impor- 
tant character, and of great concern to us ; for it 
clearly reveals our relationship to the law of the 
highest. In the first place let us consider what 
prayer is. Those who have left the deepest im- 
pression on this sin-cursed earth have been men 
and women of prayer. You will find prayer has 
been the mighty power that has moved, not only 
God, but man. Abraham was a man of prayer. 
Angels came down from heaven to enn verse with 
him. Pray without ceasing. Tbess. ;! : 17, Peter 
had gone up to the house-top. where be had that 
wonderful vision of the sheet let down from heaven. 
It was when prayer was> made without ceasing unto 
God, for Peter, that the angels were sent tu deliv- 
er him. So all through the Scriptures you will 
find that when believing prayer went up to God 
tho answer came down. Look at Paul and Silas in 
the prison at Philippi. As they prayed and sang 
praises the place was shaken and the jailer was 
converted. Let us look to Christ as our example 
for all things, in nothing more than prayer, Christ 
prayed at his baptism. As lie prayed the heavens 
were opened and the Holy Ghost descended on Rim. 
Look at his transfiguration, as He prayed the lush- 
ion of his countenance was altered, and his rainnicnt 
was whit** and glittering. We read again in the 
Uith cli, of John that He prayed to the Father. 
This seems to be one of the sadest chapters in the 
Bible. He was about to leave the Jewish nation, 
and to make atonr ment for the sins of the world. 
Hear what He says, "Now is my soul troubled, 
and what shall I say? Father, save me ftom this 
hour ; but for this cause came I unto this hour.' 1

We read in Matthew 6: Now He taught His 
disciples how to pray. It is not recorded that He 
taught them how to preach. We need the power 
of God in order that the blessing may come down. 
The prayer our Lord taught his disciples is called 
tho Lord's prayer! I think we may learn a lesson 
here. Our Master's prayer was short when offer- 
ed in public. When He- was alone, that was a 
different thing, and He could spend the night 
in communion with his Father. Christ's prayer 
on the cross was a short one, "Father forgive them 
for they know not what they do," How short the 
publican's prayer was, "God be merciful to me a 
sinner." So let us follow our Lord and Master's 
example. 

Hence we see that prayer holds a high place 
among tho exercises of a spiritual life. If we 
would follow Jesus, we must also resist temptation 
as he resisted. Resist the devil and he will flee 
from you. We read in Matthew 6th ch, 5th aud 


6th verses, " and when thou pray est, thou shalt 
not be as the hypocrites are ; for they love to 
prey standing in synagogues and in the corners of 
the streets that they may be seen of men. Verily I 
say unto you, they have their reward. But when 
thou pray est enter into thy closet and when thou hast 
shut thy door, pray to thy Father which is in 
heaven in secret and thy Father which seeth in 
secret shall reward thee openly," 

Brethren it is as important for us to know how 
to pray ae it is to know how to work. 

We read in James, if any lack wisdom, let htm 
ask of God and it shall be given him. But let him 
ask in faith not wavering. 

Brethren let us now consider our love one for 
another. By this shall all men know that ye are 
my disciples, if ye have love one for another. He 
that loveth his brother abideth in the light. We 
know we have passed from death unto lite, because 
we love the brethren, and this is the message we 
heard from the beginning. Thus, if we are in the 
light of the gospel of Christ, we are living one for 
another if not we are yet in darkness. Who is 
my brother in Christ? He that doeth the will of 
my Father in heaven, the same is my sister and 
brother.

»FPLOGLE-Di«iJ in the Fair? lew Congregation near Union- 
ville, Appanoose Co., Iowa, on Dec. 31st 1884, o( Paralysis, Elder 
Abraham Beplogle, aged 19yrs,,4 mo. He was born in Morrison's 
Core, Bedford Co., Pa., in Aug. 1806. Married at about the age 
of 21 years, to Barbara Miller, daughter of Elder Martin Miller, 
with whom he lived about, 64 years. Fourteen children were born 
to them ; ten of whom Survive, all but two being members of tbe 
church. In 1829 he with his wire moved, to Wayne Co., Ind., and 
settled near Uagerstown, thence to Appanoose Co.. towa to ISM. 

He was chosen deacon about the year 1834, elected to tbe minis- 
try in tbe autumn of 1855, and ordained Eld. May Slat 1800. 

Funeral discourse by Elder W m. E. Stickler, from John 6 :S4. 26, 
to a large and ie nee of neighbors and friends. He was a devoted 
disciple of the Lord from his bapthim to the day of his death. For 
over 20 years he never failed to tbe attend council meetings of bis 
congregation.
